Government, and connected with the Government lines and as an integral 
part of the whole Provincial,system Some people hold the view that the 
Manifoba and Alberta plan is best; others favor the Saskatchewan plan. 
Both are giving al®Most complete satisfaction in their respective Provinecs, 
and it is an acknowledged fact that under the Saskatchewan plan the ex- 
fension of rural lincs has been more rapid, and the service equally as cheap 
and good, as in the neighbering Provinces No one would even suggest a 
return to the old privately-owned systems which are stil! in vogue in other 
Provinces, especially as each of the three Government systems are linked 
together and thus provide all the advantages of interproyincial service 
which one large company would afford. 

In Ontario two large enterprises of a business nature have been under- 
taken, and both appear to be rendering splendid service to the public at 
reasonable rates and not causing financial embarrassment to the Govern: 
ment of that Province First and foremogt'is the Hydro-Electric whereby 
the Provincial Governnient, working in conjunction with the municipalities, 
develops electric energy at Niagara Falls, and from other water powers, and 
transmits it throughout the Province, the various municipalities buying the 
energy in bulk and distributing it to users within their respective municipali- 
ties. The development and extension of the Hydro system in Ontario is 
working an industrial revolution in that Province 

Ontario's second business undertaking is the Government railway 
which taps the far northern mining and lumbering sections of the Province 
and brings them into direct communication with the 1 anufacturing and ag- 
ricultural sections and centres of population This railway has béen an 
important agency in the development of the rich mineral resources of On- 
tario, has aided in the settlement of many thousands-of acres of land, and 
has added enormously to the wealth of the Province and Dominion 

There are other business aspects to the worl: of Provincial Govern- 
ments, particularly in. the Western Provinces, but, as they are not under 
direct Government ownership and operation, a consideration of these other 
matters will be deferred for a future article

Boldness is always the 
biet policy with savages, and walking 
up to the leader (old Kinistin himself) 
I he!d out my hand with the usual, 
“Wa-chea, Wa-chea.” He took no 
notice, but in an angry voice, and 
speaking the broadest of Sauteaux, 
asked, “What have you in that bag?” 
I remained silent, and again came the 
question, “What have you in_ that 
bag?’ In reply I up-ended it. The 
contents, were one beaver, which I 
had trapped at his lodge, one lynx, 
and five minks, one of which I was still 
dangling in my_ hand.

Director of Bolsheviki propaganda 
in European countries met secretly in 
Bremen, Dec. 26, urtder the presidency 
of the commissar Eliawa of Moscow, 
for the purpose of reporting the suc- 
cess of their efforts on behalf of 
world revolution, says the London 
Times. All the delegates entered 
Germapy under-assumed names and 
with false passports. 

“Comrade Facher, an English de- 
legate,” the newspaper adds, “re- 
ported 79 Communist district organi- 
zations in England with 20,000 mem- 
bers and 1,219 agents, most of the 
latter of whom are paid. He was 
pessimistic regarding the ¢ause in 
England.
